A Texan Husband Spares the 


Wife Who Had Wronged 


Him, 


Bnt Begins a Long and Successful Hum 


For the Destroyer of His Do- 


mestic Happiness* 


The M=etin~—"Now See Me Kill Kim" 


—Shot Through the Heart—Who 


Shall Blame Him? 


COLKMAN, Trcx., February 9.—A tragic 


murder occurred Saturday night at the 
ranch of A. J. Nation's, ten miles north ol 
Coleman. About dark a stranger rode up 
and, without dismounting, approached 
the door and asked a woman to tell Dud- 
ley Henderson to come out, as he wanted 
to see him. 
As Henderson appeared in 


the yard, the stranger c vered him with 
his revolver and said to several bystand- 
ers: 


"Now, see me kill him." 
Before any one could move ho sent a 


bullot through Henderson's heart. Aftei

The Mistake of Newsp.ipars, 


The number of typo used in an ordi- 


nary country newspaper is about 600- 
000; 
that is, the actual number of bits 


of metal arranged for each newspaper 
in preparing a newspaper of that size 
for the press. We suppose few people 
think of the printinp; trade as one of the 
most exact and particular handicrafts; 
but it is. In making t\pe, variations 
that might be allowed in the tinest ma- 
chinery, would render type useless. 
It 


is very rarely that type furnished by two 
separate foundries can be used together 
without a great deal of trouble, even 
though they should try to make it after 
the standard. 
We read once in a while 


of a wonderful piece of cabinet or mo- 
saic work containing ten, twenty or 
50,000 pieces, the maker of which has 
spent mouths or even years of labor in 
producing it; and the people go to seo 
it as a curiosity. But the most elaborate 
and carefully fitted piece of work of 
this kind ever made does not compare 
for minuteness of detail and accuracy of 
fitting with that which the printer does 
every day. 
The man who iloes the lirst 


is looked upon as a marvel of skill, and 
if 100 of his pieces are put in wrong 
side up or turned around it is not no- 
ticed in the general effect; but if a 
printer, in fitting ten times as many 
pieces together in a single day, puts one 
the wrong way, everybody sees it and is 
amazed at the "stupid carelessness of 
those printers."
